SENTFNCF, : Five months incarceration with the U.S. Bureau o^ Prisons followed 
by 2 yeart; supervised release. 

ADJUSTMENT TO SUPERVISION : The defendant, was released from the U.f-;. Bureau of 
Prisons on March 1 4 , 2003, to a detainer trom tnc Bureau oi Iirjaigration and 
Customs Enforcement (lilCE) . On April 10, 2003, the defendant was released 
from BICE pending a deportation hearinq. The defendant remained on active 
supervision until his deportation hcdring on November 14, 200"i, dt which time 
he was ordered deported from the United States. Contact with BICE aqents 
indicated the deter^dant was taken into custody at that Liinc pending 
deportation. His case was placed in inactive status hy o\]r office* However, 
recent coritact with DICE reveals Lhat only the deicndant's attorney appeared 
for the deportation hearinq and the defendant has been a fugitive since 
NoverrJoer 14. 200 3. 

VIOLATIONS : The loilowinu vioialior;s are submitted for the Court's 
consideration . 

MANDATORY CONDITION: COMMISSION OF A CRIME - DRIVING UNDER THE 

INFLUENCE, OBSTRUCTION OF JUSTICE, SPEEDING, AND NO 
VALID DRIVER'S LICENSE. 

An FBI Flash r^vport received on October 12. 2004, indicated the dciendant was 
drrosted in i-jerriam, Kansas, on September 17, 2004. and charqed with Driving 
Under the Infiu'ince, Obstruction of Justice, Speeding, and Mo Va Lid Driver's 
License- The police report indicated these matters were scheduled before the 
Municipal c:ourt of the City of Merrlam, Kanscis, tor October 12. 2004. 

According to the police report, on September 17, 2004, at approximately 3:13 
a.m., jn oiiicer observed a vehicle travel inq at a hi^jh latc ui speed and 
initiated a r.raff\c 5.t0p. A3 soon a^ the vetiicle came to a stop, the officer 
observcfd the two front seat passengers switch seats, and Liit' actual driver of 
the vehicle was later identified as the defendant. The vehicle had three 
other occupant s wtio dll later admit tcrd that the defendant was the actual 
driver of the vehicle. When the officer contacted the deiendant, he observed 
his eyes were very blood shot and smellcd a strong odor of alcohol coming 
from nis person. The defendant admitted to haviny consumed alcohol prior to 
the traffic stop but denied he was the driver of the vehicle. The defendant 
agreed to perform field sobriety testing, which he failed, and d preliminary 
breath test showed a 3AC level of .164. The defendant was transported to the 
police station Lor ari Intoxilyser breath test which the defendant refused to 
take. The deiendant was advised of his Miranda rights and admitted he was 
the driver of the vehicle and stated he coiiSu.med two beers and three shots 
prior to driving, 1:\\^ defendant advised ttie officer he was i n town visiting 
friends but that he was leaving the following day to return to his residence 
in Washington. D.C., and was then moving back to France.

The defendant advised the officer r.hat. he lived with his father in 
Wcishington, D.C, and had his driver's liccnt^c through Washington, D.C. The 
officer was ua=:ble Lo locate the defendant's license either through Virginia 
or D.C, ?^r\d the defendant could riot provide any form of identification. The 
defendant wa;? given a court date of Octobei 12, 200^1, and transported to jail 
to be placed on an 18 hour hold.
